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The San Francisco Chronicle closes a characteristic editorial 


with this statement: "All lhat is a«ked of our contemporaries ih 
that all the facts be laid before their reader*." 


Our contemporaries will never get the facts if they look to th 


Chronicle for them. Here is a sample of the "facts" which ou 
San Francisco contemporary asks the interior press to take at it - 
face value : 


"The opposition seems to come from a coterie of Oakland poli- 


ticians who do not wish to see pre.-cnt arrangements disturbed. It 
will be noted that it is only >n the name of 'Oakland' that any op- 
position is made, and yet there are many other municipalities 
within Greater San Francisco much less able than Oakland to de- 
fend themselves." 


The other day the Chronicle veraciously stated that the people 


of Oakland and Berkeley desired to consolidate with San Fran- 
cisco, and then went on to delicately represent that the annexa- 
tion amendment was framed to permit them to do as they wished. 
Now it says nobody opposes the amendment but a group of Oak- 
land politicians. 


This is a fight of the people, not the politicians, and well the 


Chronicle knows it. The persons in Oakland and Berkeley who 
want annexation are for the most part paid emissaries of San 
Francisco. 


For more than two years San Francisco has been trying, with- 


out success, to generate a sentiment in favor of annexation in Ala- 
meda county. The money to finance this propaganda is furnished 
by an association formed in San Francisco having for its object 
the annexation of all the contiguous towns and cities. The an- 
nexation amendment was framed for this association. 
The peti- 


tions for putting it on the ballot were circulated at the expense 
Df the same association. If any outsider took a hand in the busi- 
ness, he was paid for his services. 


One annexationist of the Dugald Dalgetty stripe, in particular, 


has made himself notorious and objectionable by his persistent ef- 
forts to deliver the people of Oakland, Alameda and Berkeley over 
to the tender mercies of San Francisco. While serving as a mem- 
ber of the Oakland City Council, the same man acted as attorney 
for claimants to' A portion of Oakland's waterfront, and in his anx- 
iety to serve his clients he transferred his activities from the 
courtroom to 'the council chamber and finally to the lobby of the 
Legislature at Sacramento. His motives are well understood. Yet 
the Chronicle, with cool effrontery, pretends that this man repre- 
sents public sentiment on this side of the bay, and calls the Oak- 
land Chamber of Commerce "a group of politicians." 


The Chronicle resolutely declines to go behind the face of the 


annexation amendment. It refuses to discuss the genesis of the 
proposition or the purpose behind it. Nor will it treat of the use 
that it is proposed to make of the amendment or the methods 
that will be adopted to make it effective. The design was ex- 
pressed in the annexation measure Senator Wolfe made such a 
hard fight to get the Legislature to adopt two years ago. The 
fox is trying to get at the gee&e in another way. 


Our San Francisco contemporary blandly dismisses all the ob- 


jections raised by the people whose rights and liberties are insidi- 
ously attacked in these few lines: 


"The people ought to be made to understand that it is not in 


the mind of any one to abolish the present political units, but only 
to transfer certain powers over matters of common interest to a 
common authority covering all the greater city." 


The common authority would be San Francisco. The chief 


nutters of common, interest would be taxation and harbor im- 
provements. San Francisco wants to bond her neighbors for 
mnticipal improvements she has projected on a vast scale — on the 
pcninsula-^and she is opposed to the development of port facili- 
ties at any other point on San Francisco bay. Transfer these 
matters of common interest to the common authority (San Fran- 
efoco) and the cities on this side of the bay would lose all control 
over their own finances and the waterfront, the development of 
Thieh mean" «o nuifh to Oakland and her sister cities. The 
Chronicle is the spokesman of the annexation scheme, and the 
Chronicle has never looked with a friendly eye on theidock and 
wharf Improvements Oakland has projected on the waterfront. 
What it says commendatory of this city is usually printed in a 
MM>tement that is not circulated with its regular edition. 


It editorialized recently on a reported suburban railway deal 


itfcHiH exclusively to this field, and it began its remarks with 
the statement that the reported development wa« to be "in the

Antiquated, inefficient and expensive methods cannot be 
retained on the ground that the immediate cost of discarding 
them will be heavy. The changes may be made gradually, and 
that is the way they are being brought about in other cities. 


The Weakness of Moral Crusades. 


Moral crusades may become so intrusive as to make themselves 


contemptible. When they descend to mere nagging and the crusad- 
ers organize themselves into smelling committees and try to make 
everybody live up to a narrow rule formulated by themselves, they 
are apt to disgust people quite as good as themselves by their in- 
terference with personal liberty in small matters, and liable, also, 
to bring contempt on a movement having a worthy object in view. 


The standard of public morals must not be made too narrow 


nor placed on the basis of sectarian prejudice. A cosmopolitan 
community cannot be made to conform to Puritan regulations 
adapted to a rural village inhabited by a people homogeneous in 
tastes, habits and manners. 


People cannot be made virtuous by law nor are questions of 


morality to be determined by the obscene suggestions which mere 
vulgarity conveys to some minds. Some people's eyes are so 
sharpened for indelicacy that they perceive indecency in a naked 
oyster, and cannot be brought to understand that very common 
sights do not convey the same prurient suggestion to others as 
to them. 


But the point we wish to make is that when reforms are too 


finicky they become contemptible, and that they can be made so 
meddlesome as to antagonize elements in the community whose 
support it is necessary to have if real vice is to be suppressed. It 
is a calamity when a purifying movement becomes the object of 
popular aversion and ridicule. 


Nothing is gained by smelling every man's breath to see if he 


has been drinking whisky or rummaging in closets for concealed 
skeletons. In some matters individuals have the right to decide 
for themselves what is immoral and what is corrupting. Tastes 
cannot be elevated under pretense of suppressing vice; nor is it 
wise to impose too many restrictions on personal conduct. 


Misjudged efforts in this direction are frequently followed by 


reactions lamentable in their effects. The gloomy austerities of 
the Puritan regime were succeeded by the most licentious era re- 
corded in Engfish history.

RUBBER 


British scientists are indicating their 


belief that the long-sought 
method of 


making synthetic rubber, or rubber by 
chemistry, has really been found, and 
are maintaining their belief in spite of 
the floubts cast by previously announced 
discoveries and subsequent failures. The 
process of making rubber from fusel oil 
was recently announced by Professor TV. 
H. Perkln, of Manchester University, on 
behalf of a group of scientists who had 
conducted the experiments. Of the re-

product is selling for 80 cents, but they 
also announce that the by-products of 
the process are fuel alcohol, suitable for 
automobile engines, and acetone, the in- 
corporating element in the manufacture 
of the higher-power explosive known as 
.cordite. The alcohol can be marketed for 
much less than gasoline and is a safer and 
cleaner fuel. 
Acetone, 
in the limited 


available supply, costs at present $450 a 
ton. As a byproduct of a rubber manu- 
facture it Is claimed that it can be sold 
for $150 a ton. Modern warfare depends 
on acetone to prevent the spontaneous 
plosion of cordite.—Popular Mechanics.

The Holy Cross Congregation 


Celebrates Its Silver 


Jubilee. 


SAN FRANCISCO. Oct. 14.—Twen- 


ty-five years ago the Church of the 
Holy Cross was founded In the shadow 
of the amblem planted by Archbishop 
Alemany 
on 
the summit of Lone 
mountain. In commemoration of the 
noble work 
accomplished 
by tho 
Franciscan fathers in California. Yes- 
terday morning the parishioners gath- 
ered with many priests to celebrate 
the 
silver jubilee 
of Holy Cross 
Church, which today Is one of the 
finest In the state. 


The completion of the twenty-five 
years of earnest endeavor by congre- 
gation 
and 
pastors was celebrated 
with a solemn high mass coram pon- 
tlfic in the morning and with the con- 
firmation 
of 
200 children by Arch- 
bishop Patrick "W. JUor<3an. The con- 
firmation was followed by the solemn 
benediction of the blessed sacrament. 
In 1SS7 the Church of the Holy 
Cross was the most westerly of San 
Francisco's parishes. The parish was 
but thinly populated and embraced a 
territory as large as a small city, ex- 
tending from Buchanan street to the 
Pacific ocean. The first pastor was 
the Rev. Father J. F. McGlnty. After 
twenty-five years of service he had 
the pleasure yesterday of acting as 
the celebrant priest on the anniver- 
sary of the church of which he was 
practically the founder, 
The first Church of the Holy Cross 
was a rude structure compared to the 
magTi1flrpnt church of th» present dny. 
but it sheltered a. devoted 'band of 
workers. Their untiring efforts were 
In a few years rewarded with a new 
and better structure. Tn 1891 the 
property 
at 
Ellis and Devlsadero 
street 
was procured. 
St. 
John's 


Church, which had been erected In 
1852 on the site of the present Palacft 
Hotel, was moved onto the Bills street 
site. May 1 of that year It was dedi- 
cated as Holy Cross Church. 


CORNERSTONE IS LAID. 


On Palm Sunday, April 3, 1894, the 
cornerstone of the present structure 
was laid with Imposing; ceremonies by 
Archbishop Riordan. The church was 
solemnly dedicated by the archbishop 
August 13, 1899. The earthquake of 
1906 damaged It severely, the greatest 
damage being done to the towers and 
to the magnificent pipe organ, which 
was partly destroyed by falling stone. 
Tho restoration of the church cost 
$20,000. 
Many of the priests serving at the 
Church of the Holy Cross have been 
well known throughout California for 
thrlr Intrrest In civic life. 
The Rev. Father J. F. McGlnty was 


succeeded as pnstor bv the Rev. John 
Rogers. In 1891 the Rev. John Coyle 
became pastor, and he was followed 
by the Rev, Joseph McQualde, who 
held the church until the Spanish- 
American war, at which time h« went 
to tho front as chaplain of the First 
California Volunteers. Father Robert 
Sampson succeeded Father McQualde 
and headed 
the 
parish until 1902, 
when, through Illness, he resigned hl» 
work to Father James Galvln. 
Archbishop Riordan presided at yes- 
terday's celebration and the sermon 
was delivered by the Rev. John A. 
Lally 
of 
San Jose. 
Following the 
sermon the archbishop congratulated 
the parishioners and priest" on their 
fine showing for the last twenty-five 
; ears and urged them to follow ths 
teachings of the church. Father Mc- 
Olnty was the celebrant priest and he 
wa« assisted by Father John Rogers, 
deacon; Father Joseph McQualde, sub. 
deacon, and Father Robert Sampson, 
master of ceremonies.

HE hands stand a lot of bad treatment and come up 
for more, and yet are grateful and proud of any 
good treatment. 
Women who work need to use 


oatmeal in the water in which they wash their 
hands, and rubbing cream into the skin of the 
hands at night will make them smooth and white. 


A large nail brush should be used and then used again with 
plenty of warm water and soap; good pure olive oil soap is the 
best. If the hands still seem rough and soiled, put a dash of 
ammonia in the water and wash them again. The trouble with 
people who live in "soft coal cities" is that they do not use the 
nail brush often enough or long enough. To keep the finger 
nails clean and white a bottle of green soap and water should 
be on every wash stand (about a tablespoonful of the liquid 
. to an eight-ounce bottle of water). Add a tablespoon of per- 
oxide cf hydrogen. Keep an orange wood stick handy and 
after each washing of the hands dip the stick into the bottle 
and run the stick around under the nails. It will cleanse and 
bleach the nails and keep them clean. 


There is one woman of my acquaintance who has beautiful 


white hands. When I asked her secret she confessed to me 
that she used nothing but sour cream to soften them. Her 
plan is to put a saucer full of cream on a shelf until it is sour 
and thick. She then uses it just as she would cold cream or a 
lotion, rubbing it into the hands for fully ten minutes. She 
then washes her hands with warm water and castlle soap un- 
til perfectly free from the cream, then bathes them in cold 
water and dries them thoroughly. There is great importance 
in drying the hands thoroughly, rubbing the fingers separate-1*: 
ly round and round. Much chapping of the skin is due to let- I 
ting the hands go undried. Take time.and patience to do ev-» 
erything thoroughly, even to drying the hands. Surely my 
friend's hands paid her for her care and trouble, for, although 
she is a woman who does much work, her hands are really 
beautiful. 


Women with short fingers should allow their nails to grow 


long and train them to do so, for long-pointed nails give length 
to the fingers. The cuticle around the nails should be careful- 
ly pushed back every time the hands are washed, unless the 
nails are regularly manicured. 
A little cold cream rubbed 


around the nails every night before retiring will help to keep 
the cuticle soft. The hands do more for us than we can possi- 
bly do for them, so at least we should show our appreciation by 
keeping them clean and healthy. They are the most useful 
and the most telltale friends we have. We only have to use 
our minds to make them do the work. They will work for us 
all the day long, then do all the cleaning up themselves if we 
only give them a chance. Remember; hands grow wrinkled 
and withered sooner than any other part of the body if neg- 
lected and starved.

DEFEAT OF CONSOLIDATION 


IS REGARDED AS CERTAIN 


(Fresno Republican)

HE mere fact that Oakland is actively opposing the 
city consolidation amendment, to be voted on this 
fall, will probably defeat it. With no serious in- 
terest in favor of the amendment, outside of San 


Francisco and possibly Los Angeles, and with very active op- 
position to it, the result may be taken as certain. 


And to a man up a tree, which is exactly the position most 


of the state occupies, it looks as if this is the result to be 
desired. The state at large is not interested directly in the 
consolidation of San Francisco and the trans-bay cities. Con- 
solidation may come, some day, but there is no need of mak- 
ing it too temptingly easy as long as there is such a strong 
sentiment against it among the trans-bay residents. But the 
whole state is decidedly interested in the improvement of 
San Francisco's harbor. Docking facilities are not growing 
as fast as commerce, and San Francisco alone is not able, 
for the present, to keep pace with its commercial growth. 
That means that it is important to" all of us, and not merely 
to Oakland, to have the Oakland side of the bay rapidly de- 
veloped. Oakland is doing that now, under the stimulus o£ 
local interest and competition, and is likely to continue to do 
so more rapidly than would happen under the non-competitive 
control of a consolidated city dominated from the San Fran- 
cisco side. After these improvements are complete it may 
not be improper to consider consolidation again. But until 
then, at least, the interests of the interior are against con- 
solidation.
